Galveston. Tex., Sept. 1.—Mayor A. 


W. ,E!y, revolver ir. hand, drove bac.lt a 
mob of' 2.000. He fired-flve shots into 
the crowd, and two mer. dropped be- 
fore the crowd turned and fled. 
The 


mob re-formed' a few minutes later, 
and again advanced. This time forty 
or fifty shots were fired by the police, 
and 'six of the rioters tell. 


One' man Is dead, and seven, are seri- 


ously wounded, while perhaps twenty 
others, among them half a dozen po- 
licemen, are slightly injured. 


The 200 negro longshoremen of the

Their request 
was refuBCd, and last evening a special 
train from Houston bavins on board 
about 100 negroes arrived at the Mal- 
lory wharf to take the places of the 
strikers. The mob had gathered to pre- 
vent the newcomers from going aboard 
tho vessel. 


As the Houston negroes were debark-
